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FAMILIAR  SCENES  HAVE  CHANGED 


"Goodness,  how  things  have  changed!" 
is  the  remark  made  by  most  every  re- 
turning alumna,  whether  she  graduated 
in  '22  or  '62.  In  fact  persons  employed 
right  here  on  the  campus  are  often  un- 
aware of  an  alteration,  so  complex  and 
large  has  MWC  become. 

A  visiting  alumna  would  find,  to 
mention  a  few  recent  innovations,  some 
rearrangements  in  GW,  redecorations  at 
Seacobeck,  exciting  improvements  at  the 
library,  new  color  in  Virginia  Hall,  a 
Security  office,  an  improved  Day  Stu- 
dents' room,  a  number  of  additional 
faculty  offices,  added  lights  on  walks, 
new  parking  lots,  and,  probably  before 
long,  a  number  of  stocked  fallout  shel- 
ters. But  still  no  new  physical  education 
center. 

The  statue  of  George  Washington  now 
stands  in  the  center  of  the  GW  foyer, 
and  on  the  walls  is  the  MWC  permanent 
art   collection.   The  auditorium   gleams 


with  new  paint,  new  curtains,  and  re- 
upholstered  seats.  The  Hall  of  Mirrors  is 
no  more.  Instead,  our  visitor  would  find 
only  two  of  the  mirrored  columns  re- 
maining in  what  is  now  a  reception  area 
adjacent  to  the  Office  of  Admissions.  In 
other  rooms  formed  from  the  Hall  of 
Mirrors  are  the  telephone  exchange,  the 
news  bureau,  the  placement  bureau, 
business  offices  and  storage  rooms. 

When  she  goes  to  Seacobeck,  she 
would  note  a  beautifully  redecorated 
Dome  Room  with  a  color  scheme  of  oy- 
ster and  rose,  mirrors  between  the  win- 
dows, a  statue  formerly  in  a  niche  in 
GW  foyer,  a  gilded  cabinet  of  antique 
dishes,  two  Gari  Melchers  paintings 
flanking  the  fireplace,  the  piano  re- 
stained,  and  a  new  beige  carpet.  She 
wouldn't  find  the  two  Blue  Rooms  be- 
cause they  are  now  painted  oyster  with 
touches  of  lavendar  and  pink.  Under 
foot  is  a  leaf-patterned  green  rug.  Coffee 


warmers  have  been  added  for  sit-down 
meals. 

In  the  library  she  will  need  a  guide. 
A  major  addition  is  underway  there  and 
if  the  day  is  hot  she  will  want  to  stay  in 
the  air-conditioned  new  section,  where, 
on  the  first  floor,  are  the  reserved  books, 
and,  on  the  second  floor,  all  the  periodi- 
cals. She  will  see  more  carrels  for  study- 
ing, an  elevator  for  the  staff,  a  smoking 
area  in  the  basement,  and  better  lighting 
everywhere.  In  the  rotunda  she  will 
examine  the  display  cases  and  she  will 
be  served  at  a  two-section  service  desk. 

She  will  be  glad  for  the  new  fire  alarm 
system  in  Virginia  Hall  if  she  has  a 
daughter  living  there.  The  walls  in  Vir- 
ginia have  been  painted  white  and  new 
bunk  beds  have  been  added  to  accom- 
modate more  students. 

If  she  is  looking  for  a  day  student  and 
goes  to  what  used  to  be  the  Day  Stu- 
dents' room  on  the  front  corner  of  Anne 
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Carter  Lee,  she  will  find  the  radio- 
equipped  Security  Office.  This  is  the 
new  name  and  headquarters  of  the  six- 
man  security  guard,  headed  by  Chiet 
Medford  Haynes.  The  day  students  have 
a  room  of  their  own  that  is  not  open 
to  resident  students.  It  has  been  dec- 
orated with  new  tables,  chairs,  (gone  are 
the  booths)   couches,  and  draperies. 

The  relocation  of  many  faculty  offices 
will  make  her  visits  to  her  favorite  pro- 
fessors something  of  a  game  of  hide-and- 
seek.  She  may  have  parked  her  car  on 
the  new  parking  lot  between  Monroe 
and  Willard,  and  if  she  is  over  near 
Framar  or  Westmoreland  Circle  at 
night,  the  new  walk  lights  will  make  her 
way  easier. 

On  this  visit  she  won't  see  signs  lead- 
ing to  stocked  fallout  shelters,  but  when 
she  returns  she  might  see  them  at  Lee, 
Monroe,  Willard,  Virginia,  Ball,  Ran- 
dolph, the  Library,  and  the  Infirmary. 
When  a  federal  survey  listed  these  eight 
buildings  as  eligible  for  federal  stock- 
piling of  shelter  supplies,  the  college 
signed  a  shelter-licensing  agreement. 
The  buildings  have  a  shelter  capacity  of 
2,023  persons,  more  than  enough  to 
care  for  the  1,700  student  body.  It  is 
quite  possible  that  other  college  build- 
ings not  yet  examined  will  meet  shelter 
requirements  if  some  alterations  are 
made. 

If  she  was  a  Phys.  Ed.  major  she  will 
be  sorry  to  see  no  new  physical  education 
center.  The  dreamed  of  three-quarter- 
million-dollar  center,  to  be  named  after 
the  late  C.  O'Connor  Goolrick,  is  still  a 
dream.  The  $50,000  earmarked  for  the 
drav.'ing  of  plans  for  the  center  was  de- 
leted from  the  MWC  budget  by  the 
House  Appropriations  Committee.  Also 
eliminated  was  $30,000  for  an  elevator 
in  the  infirmary.  Left  intact  were  funds 
for  a  new  dormitory  and  equipment  in 
the  new  addition  to  the  library. 

Chancellor  Simpson,  in  a  statement 
to  the  Free  Lance  Star,  said  that  the 
visiting  evaluation  committee  from  the 
Southern  Association  of  Colleges  and 
Secondary  Schools,  who  spent  three  days 
on  the  campus  in  May,  strongly  recom- 
mended the  physical  education  center  in 
order  to  release  quarters  in  Anne  Carter 
Lee  for  student  activities.  They  also 
endorsed  additional  dormitories  to  elimi- 
nate crowding  "on  the  assumption  that 
we  keep  the  enrollment  the  same." 


Dr.  Rachel  Benton,  head  of  the 
Health,  Physical  Education  and  Recrea- 
tion Dept.,  told  the  same  paper  that 
state  officials  are  apt  to  term  the  Anne 
Carter  Lee  ballroom  a  gym  because  it 
was  designated  a  gymnasium  on  the 
original  plans.  Actually,  the  only  gym 
on  the  campus  is  in  the  basement  of 
Monroe  and  is  dimly  lit,  and  inade- 
quate. 

The  drawing  on  the  cover  of  this 
issue  is  the  work  of  Miss  Molly  Coates 
'24,  who  is  secretary  to  the  Chancellor. 
She  did  not  intend  it  for  use  as  a  guide 
to  visiting  alumnae,  but  we  hope  you 
will  have  fun  in  identifying  some  fa- 
miliar landmarks.

The 
$22,000  in  new  equipment  allows  classic 
experiments  and  theories  of  behavior  to 
be  demonstrated  firsthand.  Soundproof 
booths,  built  in  a  "U"  shaped  line  in  the 
center  of  the  lab  will  use  an  adaptometer 
to  demonstrate  a  classic  experiment  in 
vision.

The  Placement  Bureau  report  on  the 
1 962  graduates  shows  that  nearly  42% 
are  teaching.  Their  average  salary  is 
$4,421.  Of  the  257  graduates,  there 
were  123  certified  to  teach  and  of  this 
number  105  are  actually  teaching. 

At  the  time  of  the  report  20  were 
housewives  and  22  were  in  graduate 
work.  There  were  25  secretaries  and 
seven  were  traveling  in  Europe  and  the 
U.  S.  Ten  were  in  research  and  lab- 
oratory work,  seven  were  mathema- 
ticians, four  listed  social  work,  and  one 
is  a  clothing  designer. 

Seven  are  in  retail  training,  four  are 
dietetic  interns,  and  one  is  a  nutrition 
coordinator.  Six  are  in  life  insurance, 
three  in  personnel  work,  four  in  adver- 
tising, public  relations,  and  radio-TV. 
Three  are  recreation  workers. 

Of  the  105  teachers,  33  are  in  the 
kindergarten  and  elementary  schools 
and  69  in  high  schools.

ALUMNAE  COUNCIL 
MEETS  AT  SPOTSWOOD 

The  Alumnae  Council  held  its  first 
meeting  on  October  27  at  Spotswood 
Alumnae  House  under  the  guidance  of 
Kathleen  Goodloe,  Alumnae  Council 
Committee  Chairman.  The  group, 
made  up  of  representatives  from  six  of 
the  14  chapter,  met  first  in  a  general 
session,  then  formed  into  small  discus- 
sion groups,  and  later  in  the  day  re- 
convened to  hear  group  reports  and 
elect  Council  officers. 

The  following  chapters  were  repre- 
sented: Baltimore,  Fredericksburg. 
Maryland-Suburban,  Northern  Vir- 
ginia, Peninsula,  and  Richmond. 

During  the  opening  general  session 
the  purpose  of  the  Council  was  defined. 
An  advisory  body,  it  will  serve  as  a 
forum  for  a  wide  range  of  subjects;  it 
will  make  recommendations  to  the 
Board  of  Directors;  it  will  coordinate 
chapter  activities  and  will  make  every 
effort  to  lead  chapters  in  work  appro- 
priate to  the  best  interests  of  the  col- 
lege; it  will  have  a  direct  voice  in  the 
governing  of  the  association  since  its 
elected  representative  to  the  Board  is  a 
voting  member  of  the  Board. 

Discussion  group  topics :  What  do  you 
want  this  Council  to  do?  Can  a  uniform 
project  be  conducted  by  several  chap- 


ters? How  can  chapter  programs  and 
interarea  meetings  meet  your  needs  and 
interests?  How  can  chapter  by-laws  be 
revised  to  conform  with  those  of  the 
Association? 

At  the  afternoon  general  session  group 
reports  to  the  Council  included  the  fol- 
lowing suggestions:  a  spring  rather  than 
fall  Council  meeting  so  that  suggestions 
presented  to  the  June  Board  meeting 
will  be  current  and  chapters  will  have 
help  early  in  the  year;  that  Council  form 
subcommittees  to  carry  out  its  work; 
that  uniform  projects  can  be  conducted 
by  several  chapters;  that  money  raising 
projects  should  be  de-emphasized  and 
cultural,  social,  and  college  related  pro- 
grams be  emphasized  instead;  that  small 
groups  of  special  interests  be  developed 
within  the  chapters;  that  officers  of 
chapters  hold  interarea  meetings  when 
practical;  that  chapters  exchange  in- 
formation and  talent;  that  the  Senior 
Class  be  honored  by  the  chapters  on  the 
100th  day  before  graduation  (Feb.  22) 
by  a  chapter  sponsored  event  at  Spots- 
wood  ;  that  a  committee  be  formed  to 
assist  in  organizing  new  chapters  and 
that  old  ones  be  rezoned  when  neces- 
sary; that  an  attempt  be  made  to  find 
more  time  for  reunions  at  Homecoming. 

The  group  considering  chapter  by- 
laws prepared  a  model  that  chapters 
might  find  useful  in  amending  their  by- 


laws to  conform  with  the  association's. 

The  final  business  of  the  day  con- 
sisted of  the  election  by  those  present  of 
a  Council  president,  a  secretary  and 
Council  representative  to  the  Board. 

President  is  Nancy  Ball  McCaughey 
'60,  a  resident  and  native  of  Baltimore. 
She  attended  Virginia  Intermont  Col- 
lege before  coming  to  MWC.  An  Eng- 
lish major,  she  teaches  at  Kenwood 
H.  S.  and  is  president  of  the  Baltimore 
Chapter.  She  is  married  to  John  W. 
McCaughey,  a  Georgia  Tech  graduate. 

Anne  McCaskill  Libis,  agent  for  the 
Class  of  '49  and  organizer  and  former 
officer  of  the  Baltimore  Chapter,  was 
elected  Council  representative  to  the 
Board  of  Directors.  A  sociology  major 
at  MWC  with  graduate  study  in  social 
work,  she  married  a  fellow  social 
worker,  Claude  F.  Libis.  They  and  their 
two  children  live  in  Baltimore.
